You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said Orange 
on Tuesday, the 5th day of March, 1974 at four o’clock in the afternoon, 
to act upon the following subjects. The polls to remain open until nine

é ARTICLE 1. To choose by ballot and plurality vote, a Town Clerk, 
Town treasurer, one Selectman for three years, a Tax Collector, a Road 
Agent, a Constable, one trustee of Trust Funds for one year, one Cem- 
etery Agent, one Overseer of Public Welfare, two Auditors, and all 
other officers that the Town may judge necessary. Also to choose by 
ballot and plurality vote one delegate to the Constitutional Convention 
of thestate of New Hampshire. And then, beginning at SEVEN o’clock 
in the EVENING, to vote on the following Articles: 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $4,260.00 for the payment of Town Charges for the ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $300.00 to pay Town House expenses. 

ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,000.00 for the summer maintenance of highways and bridges. 

ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,000.00 for the winter maintenance of highways and bridges. 

ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,200.00 for the upkeep of the Town Grader. 

ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $248.47 for Town Road Aid, and the State will contribute $1,656.47. 

ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $560.00 for insurance as follows: Town House, Town Grader, 
Workmen’s Compensation and Surety Bonds. 

ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $20.00 for the purchase of books for the Town Library. 

ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
sum of $150.00 for the maintenance of the Town cemeteries. 

ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $15.00 for the decoration of soldiers’ graves on Memorial Day. 

ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $200.00 to be paid to the Town of Canaan for the use of fire 
equipment. In case of fires in Orange, the only cost to the Town of 
Orange will be for labor. 

ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $100.00 as an addition to the Fire Trust Fund. 

ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,100.00 as an addition to the Snow Removal and Equipment 
Fund. 

ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $200.00 for legal fees, with the unexpended balance, if any, to be 
added to the Capital Reserve Funds. 

ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,000.00 to be paid toward the principal of the Grader Loan. 

ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes to pay necessary Town 
charges. 
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ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen in the event of an emergency declared by the President of the 
United States and/or the Governor of New Hampshire to solicit, 
receive and expend emergency funds made available for the restoration 
or repair of services or properties damaged by the forces of the disaster. 

ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $410.00 to pay interest on borrowed money. 

ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men and the Deeding Agent to administer or dispose of any real estate 
acquired through Tax Collector’s Deed in the Town. 

ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of 3 per 
cent on taxes paid in full within thirty days from the date of the tax bill. 

ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $250.00 to help support Mascoma Area Health Council, which offers 
various nursing and health services to the Town. 

ARTICLE 23: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $200.00 to be paid to the Town of Canaan for use of the Canaan Town 
Dump. 

ARTICLE 24: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $100.00 for Town Constable. 

ARTICLE 25: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $50.00 to cover the cost of stray dogs impounded by the Town Con- 
stable. 

ARTICLE 26: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $100.00 for dues to the New Hampshire Municipal Association. 

ARTICLE 27: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $86.00 to continue its membership in the regional planning commis- 
sion now named Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council (formerly Upper 
Valley Planning and Development Commission) said sum to be the 
Town’s share of the annual operating expenses of the regional planning 
commission, to be used in conjunction with other State and Federal 
funds available for regional planning purposes. 

ARTICLE 28: To see if the Town will authorize the expenditure of 
an amount not to exceed $1,000.00 to continue the preparation of the 
Town Tax Map as required by State law to be completed by 1980. 

ARTICLE 29: Article 28 having passed, to see if the Town will 
authorize the charge of this mapping expense against Revenue Sharing 
Funds. 

ARTICLE 30: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $700.00 for the improvement of the meeting hall in the Town House. 
The seating capacity will be enlarged by rearrangement of the polling 
facilities and the walls will be repainted. 

ARTICLE 31: To see if the Town will vote to authorize an increase 
in the annual salaries of town Auditors from $15.00 to $25.00 for each 
individual. 

ARTICLE 32: To see if the Town will vote to increase the annual 
salaries of the Selectmen, from $275.00 to $350.00 for the Select- 
man-Chairman, and from $225.00 to $300.00 for each of the other two 
Selectmen. 

_ ARTICLE 33: To see if the Town will vote to construct a new 
bridge on Eastman Road over the Orange Brook. The cost as estimated 
by the State will amount to $130,000 with the State paying 80% 
($104,000) and the Town 20% ($26,000). 

ARTICLE 34: Article 33 having passed, to see if the Town will 
authorize the Selectmen to borrow the 20% share (estimated at 
$26,000), on a 13 year note to pay for the construction of this bridge. 
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ARTICLE 35: To see if the Town will authorize the removal of 
Gates and Bars on the steep hill portion of the Cross Road, otherwise 
known as the Turnpike Road, the reopening of this road to take place 
upon completion of repair of the flood damage by the Road Agent as ap- 
proved by George E. McAvoy, Disaster Director, State of New Hamp- 
shire, on November 7, 1973. 

ARTICLE 36: By petition of 14 voters of the Town of Orange, to see 
if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of the Municipal Budget 
Law of the State of New Hampshire and immediately establish a 
BUDGET COMMITTEE, said Budget Committee to consist of 3 
members at large and one member of the Board of Selectmen. The three 
members-at-large shall be appointed by the Moderator; the Selectman 
member shall be appointed by the Board of Selectmen. The appointed 
members-at-large of the Budget Committee shall serve for a term of 
three years, except that initial appointments shall provide for a term of 
only one year for one member, two years for another, and three years 
for the third. The member from the Board of Selectmen shall be 
appointed annually. Terms of all members shall run from Town Meeting 
to Town Meeting. Compensation for members-at-large shali be at the 
annual rate of $25 per member. 

ARTICLE 37: To hear the reports of agents, auditors and other 
officers heretofore and pass any vote relative thereto. 

ARTICLE 38: To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting not included in the warrant. 

ARTICLE 39: The polls shall not close earlier than nine o’clock in 
the evening.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented in every 
town, city or unorganized place in our state by the Forest Fire Warden. 
Anyone wishing to kindle an outside fire when the ground is not covered 
with snow must first obtain the written permission of the fire warden. 
Except for cooking fires, no fire can be kindled between 9:00 A.M. and 
5:00 P.M. unless it is a commercial or industrial burn or it is raining. 
The Fire warden is assisted in his work by the District Forest Fire Chief 
who works for the Department of Resources and Economic 
Development, Forest Fire Service. 

Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important part ot the 
Forest Fire Warden’s job. Fire statistics show the need, with 72% of the 
fires caused by smoking, debris burning, and children. Smokey the Bear 
is an important prevention tool but he still needs help from the public. 
Parents should warn their children of the hazards of playing with 
matches. Children tend to forget that a lighted match held in their hand 
is a potential forest fire.

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MASCOMA AREA HEALTH COUNCIL 
Summary of Services for Town 
Reports — January 1, 


1973 to December 31, 1973 


Born out of the Town Meetings in 1969, the Council is completing its 
fifth year of service to Canaan, Enfield, Grafton and Orange. Serving a pop- 
ulation of a little more than 5,000, the Council’s two nurses (each working 
half time) provide nursing service in the home and a complete health pre- 
vention and health promotion program. 

In 1969 the Council began quarterly immunization clinics for all preschool- 
ers. In 1971 this service was expanded to the present monthly Well Child Con- 
ference. An average of 185 preschool children is enrolled in this free program, 
which is heavily supported by the Bureau of Maternal and Child Health, New 
Hampshire Division of Public Health. Under this program, each child regularly 
receives a full physical examination, all necessary immunizations, and tests for 
vision and hearing. Parents are seen with the children, problems are discussed 
and if necessary referred for further treatment. The Council’s nurses make 
follow up visits when needed. For any child who will not see a private physi- 
cian the Council provides the full physical exam necessary for entrance to 
kindergarten or first grade. It is also under contract to supervise the health of 
the children in the Headstart program. 

Nutritionists are available at each clinic, and are also available to adults 
needing help on dietary matters. A representative of Planned Parenthood is 
also available for counselling when needed. 

No funds have become available for the long hoped for dental program, but 
this past year, with generous financial help from the Lions Clubs of Canaan 
and Enfield the Council was able to institute a new program of counselling on 
preventive dentistry. 

The Council depends for support on the four towns served, each of which 
contributes annually on the basis of its population, and on Medicaid and 
Medicare where it is applicable. While we must of necessity set a charge for 
services other than the free preschool clinics, the services are available to 
everyone, regardless of ability to pay that charge. 

At present our nurses are Mrs. Gertrude Clark, R.N. of Grafton, Oe Mrs. 
Toni Sadowsky of West Lebanon. During the year.1973 they have made almost 
1,500 visits to area residents for nursing service, health promotion, coun- 
selling or support. 

In November of 1973 the Council, in cooperation with local physicians and 
the American Cancer Society, offered to area women a free clinic testing 
program for cancer. We hope another such program can be offered in 1974. In 
addition, plans are now being made with the Council on Aging for an Adult 
Health Screening program to be held annually in the area. 

The Council is governed by a volunteer board of directors elected from the 
four towns, and its medical policies and practices are supervised by a Medical 
Advisory Board consisting of area physicians and several volunteers. 

The Council maintains its office in the Health Room at Mascoma Valley 
Regional High School, with its own telephone (632-7234). It is heavily 
dependent on, and grateful to, the Methodist Churches of Canaan and 
Enfield and the School, which provide space for its clinics and meetings, and 
to the school for its office space there. A pamphlet describing the Council and 
its work and service is available on request. Its monthly meetings (first 
Monday evenings at the School) are open to the public, and visitors and 
volunteers are welcomed.

The two damaging rainstorms of last June-July brought more than 
inconvenience to our Town, and while Disaster Funds will compensate 
for most of the financial costs of repair to our roads and bridges, the job 
is only half completed as of this date. 

To recount the extent of the disaster: the first storm made Tuttle Hill 
Road impassable, with both steep hill portions washed out. The Road 
Agent pitched in with vigor, and rapidly recruited assistants. Just as the 
road was about restored, the second storm hit. 

This time the storm brought real disaster. The washouts on Tuttle 
Hill were repeated, but worse. Orange Brook jumped its banks into 
Williams Road, washing out one third of its length and cutting off the 
Williams family. The approach to the new bridge on Burnt Hill washed 
out, and the Brown Brook Road was under several feet of water so that 
the only access for residents in the East Neighborhood was to the west 
over the mountain by way of Burnt Hill Road. The Cross Road was badly 
washed out and most of the culverts on all the Town roads were 
plugged. The supporting pier on the Eastman Road Bridge was washed 
away, reducing the capacity of the bridge to 4 tons. 

This time the Road Agent and the Selectmen worked close to around 
the clock for two days, and for extended time for days thereafter. Vic 
Corno and Edward Hammond were persuaded to drop everything else 
and come with their equipment. A new resident, William Medbury, 
showed up with a backhoe-loader and Henry Dearborn gave us all of his 
time. 

The report which follows itemizes the $11,556.00 which has been 
awarded from Federal Disaster Relief to the Town for repairs, of which 
total amount we have received $5,778. It also shows the hours of labor 
performed under the direction of Selectman Hamel and Road Agent 
Powell. It is worthy of mention that the State and Federal inspectors 
who came to Orange to inspect and approve the damage claims were 
outspoken in their praise of the economy of repairs and the complete- 
ness of our records. 

But even more work remains to be done. The bridge on Eastman 
Road should be replaced. This will be done by the State, on the basis set 
forth in Articles 33 and 34 of the Warrant, if those two Articles are 
approved. 

Because of the extra work required of the Road Agent as a result of 
the floods (and paid for by the Disaster Funds) little was done in the 
way of normal summer maintenance of the roads, which explains why 
only $974.71 was expended from the appropriated amount of $2,200.00. 
Also, because flood damage repairs caused shortages of labor and 
equipment for utilizing the T.R.A. and Duncan Fund monies, these 1973 
State allowances are being carried forward to the year 1974 with the 
approval of Mr. Floyd Avery, Secondary Roads Engineer, State of New 
Hampshire. These sums will be expended to black top the hill portions 
of Tuttle Hill Road.
